From the Paris Gazette, dated Sept. 4. 
Milan, Aug. 20. The s4th of this Month the 
Caftle of Reggio furrendred to the Enemy, after a 
vigorous Refiftance. The 16th ‘twas advis’d, that 
Prince Eugene was march’d towards the Croftolo, 
and that he was encamp’d on this Side the Lenza. 
Norwithftandiog which the D, of Orleans did not 
think fit to decamp, til the Enemy fliould be further 
advanc'd cowards Picmonr, thinking it might bea 
Fein tor poffeliing themfelves of the advantagious 
Poft of Gueitalia, which he had caus’d to be in- 
trench’d as alfo the 2 Ends of the Bridge on the Po. 
The 17th "twas advis'd that Prince Eugene was 
marching towards Parma, and immediately the 
Duke of O-leans caus'd the Army to pafs the Bridge 
to eater the Cremoneze, leaving a ftrong Garrifon 
in Guaftalla, and Troops fufficient to guard the 
Bridge ‘and the Camp. ‘Tis believ’d the Enemy 
cannot get before him, becaufe the Route on this 
fide the Po is more commodious and fhorter than 
that the Enemy have taken on the other fide of that 
River ; and becaufe by the good Orders his: Royal 
Highnefs has given, the Army will find all along, 
Bridges, Provifions, Re foethments, and Waggons for 
ealing’the Foot. According to the laft Advices, 
Prince Eugene was at Borgo San Donnino, 10 Miles 
on this fide Parma, and the Van of the King’s Army 
was atrivid ac Cremona. Horfe that came 
from Piemont are fentzback thither, and’are already 
artiy’d at Pavia, 3 Regiments excepted which are 
gone te joyn the Count de Medavi, who continues 
the Oglio andthe Mincio. The Body ‘that he 
commands is eacreas’d ‘tro 20 Bartallions and 20 
Squadrons, without including the Garrifons. He 
has abandon’d theGuard of the Paffages of the 
Mincio, judging it, better. to keep cogether all his 
Troops,..to. fight the Enemy if they attempt to ad- 
vance.
